ileo, n son of Tomansso de' Bonajuti, one

of the Twelve Buonomini in 1843, From
Tommaso Bonajnti ten generations in this
family record bring us down to its extinotion
in two great-great-grandchildren of the phi-
Josopher, who took the vows of religlon, the
Yant, Cosimio, dying May 18, 1779. The family
stock, originally noble, produced ruany
scions of eminence. Galileo de Bonajuti,
grandson of Tommuso, 4 celebrated physician,
was gent in 1438, by the Republic of Piom-
bino, to undertake the oure of its ward, the
oung 'Giovanni d'Appiano, Lord of Plom-
ino, His full-length effigy in marble is still
to be seen in the church of Banta Croce,
Florence, in which city he was twice
elected one of the Priori, and in 1445 Gon.
falonieres, besides filling the office of Lecturer
in Medicine in the University. His nephew,
Giovanni de’ Bonajuti de’ Galilei, captain of
the Borgo 8. Sepolero, had a grandson, Vin-
oengio, born in'1520, who has been called the
founder of the modern musical drama. He
was the nuthor of works of scientific merit on
mathematies and counterpoint, some of which
have been published, others reposing in MS,
in the Palatine Library. A passage in his
‘‘Dinlogne on Ancient and Modern Musie,”
ublished in 10651, eited by the compiler
fore pa,is worthy of note for the prinaiples
which Vincenzio lays down in directing his
son's oducation, “‘It appears to me," says
one of the speakers in the *‘Dialogue,” “‘that
they who in proof of any assertion rely simply
on the weight of anthority, without adducing
any argument in support of it, act very ab-
supply.” In his stipulation for ‘‘freedom to
question and frecly to answer,” the father
anticipates senliments which are clearly lanid
down in the, famons laetter to the d
Duchess Christing on the Copernican system,
and in' the no less famons Dialogue on the
wo b;g«lmm of the World. Vincenzio's eldest
son, Galileo, was horn at Pisa, Fab 18,
1504,  Btraitened circumstances, says Gher-
ardini, had almost condemned the youth to
become a trader in wool, had not his early
talent induced the hope of hix rising to higher
pureuits. I'rom his father Le learned both
the theory and practice of music; even ex-
celling him, it was thought, in charm and
dolicacy of tonch upon the organ and lute,
In these he fonnd a solace in the last days
of his life, when blindness was added to the
old man’s other sorrows. In the sister art
his talent was equally great. 1ad he had the
ehoice, he used in later life to tell his friends,
bo wonld have been 4 painter. His eritical
judgment was iuvited by mpsters liko Brou-
zino, Passignano, and Jucopo da Empoli,
while Cigoli, whom Galileo pronounced to ba
the first painter of his time, owned to having
derived from him his krowledge of perspee-
tive. At the Benedictine monnstery of Val-
lombrosa—as we learn from u lobter of Diego
Frouchi, a brother—Galileo was grounded in
languages, grammar, and logie, but he was
removed Pefore the end of his novitinte
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Galileo never married. By his mistross,
Murifin Gumba, & Venotian of the lower olaus,
he had three ohildren, Vincengio, born in
Au 1608, wna logitimated by the Grand

‘hin mother till October, 1612, when Galileo
had him brought to Florence. Marina shartly
aftorwards married a*man well to do in her
own Ciation of life, one Giovanni Barto-
Iuzzi, Galileo behaving with his wonted libe-
rality on the oceasion. Galileo's two girls
were placed for a while under the care of hia
mother, but the old lady's temper bein
“Iunib}e," s it lmnun from a letter
Galileo's  brother chelangelo, the father
was minded to remove them into a convent for
life. Hero athreafold diffienlty met him., P
Leo X1 (Alessandro Ottavinno de' Medial),
when Cardinal, had obtained a bull forbidding
two sisters to take the veil in the same con.-
vent in Florence. BSecondly, the convent
chosen by Galileo being already full, the
do must be doubled for such an excep-
tional admission. In the third place, tllm
oldest 'Birl was gix years below the canonical
age of sixteen, Oardinal Del Monte, in a
letter to Galileo, November 11, 1611, pro-
misen every exertion to get a relaxation of
this rule, which he dec¢lares at the same time
to be insuperable. The good offices of Car-
dinal Bandini proved more effectual, and by
means of a dispensation as to age Galileo
was enabled, in October, 1613, to place the
unfortunate children in the Franciscan con-
vent of 8t. Matthew, at Arcetri, There they
took the veil a year later, Polissena—hence-
forth Bister Maria Celeste—being but
thirteen years of age. Ier letters to her
father, beginning from the year 1624, beoome
our chief materinls for following the domestic
life of Galileo, his illnesses and private sor-
rows; furnishing at the same time s;mphic and
instructive details of the interior life of con-
vents, His letters to her, thongh we are told
that she kept them camfu'\ly and was in the
habit of perusing them duaring such. leisure
moments ns her spocial duties in the
pharmacy and the still.room left to her, have
perished. They were in all probability de-
stroyed by the abbess for fear of the house
being compromised by their heretical anthor-
ship. Her own simple effusions are spoken
of ns breathing throughout sound sense and
sober judgment, withont n trace of mysticism.
“‘She does not pass her nights in the church,
kneeling on the cold stones, expecting a vision,
Bhe goes to bed like s sensible woman, and
takes her seven honrs' sleep.” One of her
crosses wos the selfishness of her sister Viz-
ginia, Bister Arcangela in religion, who was
subject to hypochondria, and a perpetual
invalid. Il health was indeed the rule, not
the exception, at St, Matthew's. Itheumatism
was prevalent, In winter the nuns were
starved with the cold, in summer they were
melted with the heat. Sister Maria Celests
herself was scarcely ever well. Her father's
visits alone kept her from finding convent
life insupporta 1{ dull. What she pined for
wins home life. Her yearning is to penetrate
within the dwelling which her father's pre-
sence renders sacred, but which she can never
enter. ‘‘Discreet dnme Piera his hounsekeeper,
careless unloving brother Vincenzio, good
Bignor Rondinelli the gardener, the boy
Gieppo, may all go in and out, may all serve
her Leeoto, sit by him when he is ill, help
to tend the vines, run the errands;
only #lé is debarred from the daily inter-
course which would- be her supreme delight.”

owing to an attack of ophthalmin, At the
age of seventeen, when alrealy well versed
in Latin and Greek, sn excoc!lont arifist, and
an gocomplished wmusician, he wis seut to the
University of Pisa, foliowing lhe usnal
course in philosophy codmedicine, being des-
tined by his father for the latter profession. In
philosophy, we are told, the student's spirit
of contradiction and preference for proof
over authority found {ﬁm no favor in his
teachers’ eyes. The study of mathematics
was at that time utterly neglected in Italy, |
dospite the exertions of Comandino and
Maurolico, Even Vincenzio Galileo discon- ]
raged it in his son, as so much waste in the
practical pursuit of medicine. From a cer-
tain Messer Ostilio Ricei’ he got lessons in
Fuclid by stealth. His father's opposition to |
hiy scientific tastes gave way at length to the
proofs of the youth's mathematical and me-
chanical genins. It lies beyond our present
scope to follow the development of Galileo's
scientific powers, or to trace the splendid |
series of his discoveries in physics. The
chief stages in his public career are
indicated in outline in the brief memoir be-
fore us, but our task lies rather with the phi-
losopher in his home. By his father's death,
in July, 1501, Galileo become the head
of his family, a position of no littlse burden
and responsibility in Italian society at that
time. It was for him to pee to the setting
out of his brother Michelangelo in life. Ho
is denounced and even threatenod with arrast
by his brother-in-law, Benedetto Landneei,
for the balance of dowry due on the marriage
of his sister Virginia. So writes his mother,
Madonna Giulia, in a curious letter, May .20,
1508, “*Al Molto Magnifico @ Fidelisasimo Sig-
nore Galileo Galilei mio sempro t)sscrvang.
in Padova.”  Livin, m novice sorgly against
her will, and intended for the veil in the con-
vent of Bt. Giuliano, badgers her brother for
‘‘some . stuff to make a idress.” The girl
plaguing her mother to find her a husband,
80 of conrse o come down with a
dowry befitting one of the Galilei. Pompeo
Baldi, he hears, Angust 7, 1600, is a *‘good
sort of man,” but has no more than 100
ducats yearly. Trusting for help from his
brother, Galileo makes np a match with a
Pisan gentleman, Taddeo Galetti, promising
1800 ducats, of which 8500 were pauid down,
Of thess he had to borrow 600, his whole
professional slipend then amounting to no
more than 420 duocats a year. Michelangelo
meanwhile hed got a pont in the train of some
Polish nobleman on axcellent terms—*his
table and dress similur to that worn by the
gentlemen of his hougghold, two servants, a
coach and four, and & wlary of 206 Hunge-
rian ducats, which make awhout 300 erowns of |
our money, beosides perygisites,” He is
started with clothes and wowey in hand by
Galileo, who, after sending linr letters fo
Oracow in ten months without ¢ pnswer,
writes to insist on a proper deed bsing given
to Bignor Taddeo. The ungratefol fallow
never paid his brother a farthing. I 1405
he is bLack in Padna, living Qgli-
leo’s expense till he is Put
in the oourt of the Duke ol
Bavarin. ‘““Good heavens,” writes back the
ne'er do weel, ‘‘the idea of toiling all one's
life just to put bya fow farthings to give
one's sisters!” Michelangelo had picked up
s wife himself in the meantime, and given a
g::nd wedding dinner to eighty persons of
istinction, including fonr ambasssdors, and
he asks for a case of lutes, having in view the
showing off his musical talents in some con-
certed music next Lent, Fragments of Gli-
leo's letters speak.of a present to Vir.

Little presents perpetually passed between
Tuther and daughter. She becomes his secre-
tary, copying in a clear and delicate hand his
more important letters or papers. She works
for him shirts and dinner napkins, mends the
apron ‘‘as well as she possibly can,” and asks
for *‘any collars that want geuing up.” In
turn she begs ten draceia of stuff for a dress,
not wide or fine or expensive cloth. Galileo,
at this time settled at Rome, and in fovor for
the while, asks his daughter what boon would
be most acceptable to theconvent. The abbess
thinks it wiser to ask for alms than snything
alse, the house being 8o poor. Sister Maria,
taking counsel with & nun of higher feeling,
bégs that the Pope will grant the favor of
choosing for eonfessor to the convent a regu-
lat or brother of some order, changing him
every thres years. Her paper of reasons
throws much light upon the habits of the
clergy of the period. The parish priests have
#he scantiest knowledge of nuns, their rules
and requircments, The fees they expect
outrun the convent purse, and they make a
practice of dropping in to take out their
arrears by dining and “‘getting friendly with
one or other of the nuns. And what is worse,
they make s common talk of us, so that we
are become the laughing-stock of the whole
Casentino, from whence these confessors
come, who are more apt at chasing hares than
at guiding souls.” Later on Galileo is called
upon to set to rights the convent elock, which
no one has made to go well before, In 1628
Michelangelo died, throwing upon
Galileo the charge of his widow and
family. Next year Vincenzio marries Sestilia,
a sister of Luisa Boochineri, Maria Celeste's
bosom friend in the eonvent, and the young
couple have to be set up out of the Profes-
sor's alender income. In the throes of wriling
the famous Dialogue leisure is snatched for a
memorable family dinner in the convent par-
lor. Then the plague breaks out, and Vincen-
zio runs away with hisbride, leaving his father
to face the danger nnmoved, against which
Sister Maria Celeste sceks to fortify him with
a wondrous elixir made by Abbess Ursula, a
Pistoian nun of great sanctity., Alomne in his
tower, hemmed in by guarantine, he has
enough—*‘his telescope, his thoughts.” His
dsughter's anxiety culminates with his jour-
ney to Rome, and with the news of his cita-
tion before the Inguisition.

We are enabled, by means of the minute
touches contributed in the narrative before
us, to realize with a force and vividness never
before attainable the struggles and the sus-
pense of that umwnim episode in the life of
Galileo. There may b8 nothing very weighty
or novel in these details, 'They seem, how-
ever, to heighten our iuterest in the last

! tepuate what might otherwise be sel down to

unbecoming weakness, vacillution, or want of
candor, It is a comfort to be assured, on
avidence which no longer ndwits of reasonn-
ble doubt, that bodily torture was escapsd by
Galileo, wrung a8 his lofty and truth-loving
spirit must bave been by the concassion, in
however ambignous terms, which he yielded
to an upjust and ignorant demand. The
aocusing - spirit might  equally blush to
hand in the record of =& “pious frand
of minor degres by which Galileo keops
from his daugbter the truth of his failing
health.
